Taken all in all tbara is perhAp'* no man ia 
tha United Sutaa ia tha service of the Got- 
enaaat or oat of it who la la a mora anviabia 
position than Admiral Dewey. Congrou hu 
given him the rank, (ay and sllowanee of an 
A Iniiriil the Navy, rnviving the rank for his 
benefit. He is abaolateiy independent of tha 
Secretary of tha Navy and of tka PiaaMaat of 
the I'niteil Stati'''. 

He cannot be retire^i an i he cannot be dis- 
ciplined by redaction in rank or any of the 
other usual maaaa employed. The place gives 
him an aaaoal ineoma of $15,500. 

If he chose to 'i'> > he couM cl >ne diiwn hin 
desk, Ro h(ime and never turn hl« hand over in 
the way of work, either for the Navy or for 
any one else, and his pay aad allowaaea would 
t;o on as long as he lives; bat tha Admiral pre- 
fers til work and to work hard. 

He M sA the head of the Navy General Board, 
charged with the duty of devising general plans 
for improrementof the Nary, the maaagamant 
of the ships, the handling of offlears and men 
an i the c mtr"! .>f the (treat Government ship- 
yards. Every day when he '\* not at .■<oa for the 
maneuvers he is at his desk in hi.'* office or at- 
tending to the meeting of the Board. 

Admiral Dewey is much loved and much re> 
spected. He i.'i ;i i':ip;'er little fellow, not much 
more than five feet in height. His clothes fit 
him like tha eaval oaifora, withont creaae or 
bag anywhere.

When the Admiral was making a tour of in- 
spection of the fleet the dog went along and 
wu allowed the run of the vessel while his 
muter wu aboard. On one ship the Admiral 
returaed from the mea'a qaartera Just in time 
to encounter the dog sailing In a most harried 
fashion from the officers' quarters with the toe 
of aa oflioer'a boot in hot pursuit.
